SIR, 


{ FEEL a cordial fatisfaétion in be- 
ing able to produce, in favour of the Fed- 
eral adminiftration, the evidence of expe-

Bo? NEW FRENCH CONSTITUTION. 


[WITHIN the laft fourteen years, the 
French have adopted and deftroyed nearly 
as many Conftitutions, or forms of Gov- 
ernment, until the people, heart-fick of 
the mad and foolifh vagaries of democra- 


cy, and mock patriotifm, confenied to 


permit the ruling party in Paris, to make 
whatever Conftitutions it thought fit.— 
Thefe Conftitutions are now called ‘ Se- 
natus Confultum.” That by which Bo- 
naparte has caufed himfelf to be created 
Emperor, was in force at the date of our 
laft accounts. I¢ is too lengthy for a 
femi-weekly Gazette. We have, there- 
fore, made, the following fummary of it 
for the information of our readers; and 
as a State Paper to which frequent refer- 
ence will be made. ] 


SENATUS CONSULTUM. 





This inftrament was promulgated the 
16th May, 1804. , It contains 149 articles, 
divided into 16 titles. The firit of them 
declares Napoleon Bonaparte emperor of 
the French, and the imperial dignity he- 
reditary in the dire&t natural and legimate 
defcent.. The Firft Conful may adopt the 
children or grand-children of his Brothers, 
provided they have attained the age of 
eighteen years complete, & he himfelf have 
no children ; adoption is prohibited to his 
facceffors. In default of a natural and le- 
gitimate heir of the Firft Conful, orot an 
adopted heir, the Empire will be transfered 
to Fofeph Bonaparte and his defcendants ; 
and in default of Fofeph Bonaparte, 
and his defcendants, to Lours Bonaparte 
and his defcendants, and ia the cafe of 
failure of the heirs of Zo/eph and 
Louis Bonaparte, a Senaus Conful- 
tum, propofed to the Senate by the great 
dignities of the Empire, and {ubmitted for 
the acceptance of the people, fhajl appoint 
an Emperor. 

The members of the Imperial Family, 
in the order of inheritance fhall bear the 
titleof French princes. The eldeft fon 
ot the Emperor fhall bear the title of Im- 
perial Prince. A French Prince who fhall 
marry without permifhon from the Emper- 
or fhall be deprived of all right to the in- 
heritance, unlefs he fhall have no children 


by this marriage, and the marriage fhall be 


alterwards diflolved. 

The Civil Lift thall remain reguleted as 
itis by the aff and 4:h articles of the de- 
eree ot the 26th of May azgi. The 
Frenci: Princes Fo/eph and Lous Bona- 

rte and the younger fons of the Empire, 

il be treated confurmably to tle articles 


bie 











1, 10, 11, 12, and 1g of the decree of the 
aift of December, 1770. The Emperor 
may fix the dower ot the Emprefs, and 
affign it on the Civil Lift. His fucceffors 
{hall not be permitted to make any change 
in his difpofitions in this refpeét. 

The Emperor will vifit the departments ; 
in confequeuce, Imperial Palaces fhall be 
eftablifhed at four principle points of the 
empire. 

In cafe of a minority of the empire, 
there fhall be a Regent of the Empire. 
The Emperor is a minor until the age of 
18 years, complete. Femalesare excluded 
trom the Regency. The reigning Emper- 
or may previoully appoint a Regent from 
among the French Princes. In detault of 
fuch appointment, the regency fhall be 
givento the Prince neareft in degree of 
confanguinity. No organic Senatus Con- 
fultum can be iffued during the Regency, 
nor before theend of the third year which 
fhall follow the majority. There fhall bea 
Council of Regency, compofed of the tit- 
ularies of the great dignities of the Em. 
pire. The Regent fhali not be empowered 
to declare war nor to make peace, until after 
a deliberation inthe Council of Regency, 
of which the Members, in that cafe only, 
fhall have deliberative voices. The guar. 
dianfhip of the Emperor, in his minority, 
fhall be confided to bis mother ; or in de 
fault-of her, tothe Prince appointed by 
the Predeceflor of the Emperor who is « 
minor, 

The great dignitaries of the Empire are, 
the Great Eleftor, the Arch Chancellor o! 
the Empire, 
State, the Arch Treafurer, the Conftable, 
andthe high Admiral. They fhall be nom 
inated by the Emperor :—They thall enjoy 


the fame honors as the French Princes and |} 


rank immediately after them : They thal! 
be Senators and Counfellors of State: 
They fhall form the Great Council of the 


Emperor : They fhall be Members of the |: 
Privy Council : They fhall compofe the | 


Great Council of the Legion of Honour. It 
fhall not be poflible to remove them.—Sen- 
atories fhall be attached to each of the great 
dignitariesotthe Empire: They fhall be ef- 
tablifhed inthe departments of the Dy/e, 
the Gironde, the Rhone, the Po, the Low- 
er Loire, andthe Mouths of the Rhone. 


There fhall be great Officers of the Em. 
pire.—1ft, Marlhals chofen from the mofi 


ors and Colonels, Generals of Artillery, 
Cavalry, andthe Marine; 94, Great Civ- 
il Officers of the Crown tuch as fhall be 
inftituted by the ftatutes of the Emperor. 
The great Offices are immoveable. 

The Emperor, within the two firft years 
after his acceffion to the throne, or attain- 


ment of majority, fhall take an oath to the 
French people, on the Gofpel, and in the || 
'} prefence of the Titularies of the Empire, || 
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| of the Miniflers, of the Great Officers of 
the Empire, of the Senate, of the Coun. 
cil of State, of the Legiflative Body, of 
the Tribunate, of the Court of Caffation, 
of the Archbifhops and bifheps, of the 
Great Officers of the Legion of Honour, 
of the Prefidents of the Confiftory, of the 
Confiflories and Mayors of the principal 
cities of the Empire. He fhall {wear to 
maintain the integrity of the territory of 
the French republic ; to refpe€t and caufe 
to be refpeéted liberty otf con{ciene and 
the laws of the Concordat ; political and 
civil liberty: the irrevocability of the 
fales of national properiy ; and not to levy 
any tax but by virtue of a law. 

The Senate fhall be compofed—1if, of 
French Princes : 2d, of the Titularies of 
the Great Dignities of the Empire; 31, of 
36 Members nominated on the prefentas 
tion, ar.d of candidates chofen by the Em.
